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Cropping  Practices:  Corn,  Cotton,  Soybeans,  and  Wheat,  1964-70 


The  crop  production  estimates  program  of  the  Statistical 
Reporting  Service  includes  regular  interviews  and  visits  to  randomly- 
selected  fields  for  four  of  the  major  crops  produced  in  the  United  States: 
corn,  cotton,  soybeans,  and  wheat*  The  data  in  this  publication  represent 
information  collected  by  trained  enumerators  interviewing  farm  opera- 
tors and  enumerators'  measurements  and  counts  in  specified  fields. 

The  sample  data  were  edited  to  eliminate  nonrepresentative  reports. 

The  data,  which  are  subject  to  some  sampling  fluctuation,  are  not 
official  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates,  but  provide  indications  and 
trends  in  cropping  practices  for  the  four  crops  for  which  objective  yield 
counts  are  made. 


During  the  regular  crop  production  season,  selected  fields  through- 
out the  United  States  are  visited.  Row  spacing  measurements,  plant 
counts,  fruit  counts,  and  other  pertinent  information  affecting  final  crop 
yields  are  recorded.  The  farm  operator  is  interviewed  to  obtain  in- 
formation about  acreage,  variety  of  seed,  fertilizer  applied,  and  other 
information  about  the  fields  where  objective  counts  are  to  be  conducted. 


The  number  of  samples  in  each  State  varies  from  year  to  year 
as  a result  of  changes  in  the  number  of  samples  assigned  and  variations 
in  the  number  lost  because  of  abandonment.  Fields  are  also  visited 
after  the  crop  is  harvested  to:  obtain  from  the  producer  the  final  yield 
realized  from  the  field,  measure  harvesting  losses,  and  obtain  infor- 
mation about  other  factors  affecting  production. 


The  information  for  these  crops  has  been  weighted  to  selected 
group  averages,  using  the  3-year  (1967-69)  average  harvested  acreage 
for  each  of  the  States,  Some  of  the  information  has  been  published 
previously  in  Crop  Production  reports  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
However,  this  report  brings  these  previously  published  data  together 
and  gives  additional  information.
